The court will schedule argu­ 
ments later on the appeal and 
will follow with a written opin­ 
ion. 
The Loen County court last Au­ 
gust affirmed the convictions on 
charges of unlawfully assembling 
to commit a breach of the peace. 
Some of the ministers are Negro 
and some are white. 
The 
Tallahassee 
municipal 
court imposed fines of $500 each 
or 60 days each in the city jail. 
The appeal to the U.S. Supreme 
Court said the clergymen had 
been convicted without any evi­ 
dence of "unlawful assembly.” 
The convictions, the appeal as­ 
serted, violated the freedom of 
speech and assembly guarantees 
in the Constitution and placed an 
“undue burden on passengers in 
interstate com m erce.” 
The m inisters had come to Flor- 
ica by bus on a "freedom ride” 
sponsored by the Congress of Ra­ 
cial Equality (CORE*. 
Up to that time, the restaurant 
had been segregated but w a s 
closed on their arrival. The city 
said it was undergoing repairs. 
They remained at the airport 
several hours on two separate 
days, booking reservations home 
on three flights and then cancel­ 
ling them.
